Questions Affecting Financial Aspects of Racing Dis- 
cussed — Unwieldy Fields Provide Only Ordinary 
Racing and Speculation Falls Off. 



Cincinnati. O.. June 7. — Big fields furnished inter- 
esting s|H»rt for a fairly large crowd at I.a Ionia to- 
day. Sficculation fell off considerably from yester- 
day. chieffv because of unwieldy fields. Favorites 
were successful in three races. The choices that 
faih>d included John Carroll. (’rex and Sticker. After 
John Carroll's defeat jockey Glasner claimed foul 
against the winner. Alma Hoy* but the judges would 
not allow it. deeming that the interference he suf- 
fered was not sufficient to warrant disqualification. 
r l he judges, however, censured Kennedy. Alum Boy’s 
rider, for rough riding. The officials are bent on 
liaviug clean racing and aim to punish the slightest 
transgressors. After Crex’s defeat by Csoppa. they 
*ti m uioned E. Martin and informed that youngster 
that he would have to dispia.v more energy if he 
wanted to continue his mention here. He gave the 
colt a weak and listless ride. G«*orge J. Long's 
eolers were sueeessful at the lirst attempt when 
1 tommies scored over twelve platers in the second 
**«*• Another ldg band went in the third and 
Henderson A; Hogan’s Henderson proved an easv 
winner. Tlie o|M*ner enabled Bettie Sue to graduate 
from the maiden ranks. The closing dasli was 
simply a romp for J^eamenee. which showed wark«*d 
improvement over his Louisville form.

LONG SHOT WINS AT BLUE BONNETS. 

Prettyone Scores After Being Backed from 200 to 1 
— Planutess Wins Kindergarten Stakes. 

Montreal. Quo.. June 7. — The Kindergarten Stakes, 
the feature of today’s racing at Blue Bonnets, was 
won by J. \V. Schorr with his recently-acquired 
Planutess. purchased of William Garth a few davs 
ago. Planutess. heavily backed by her owner and 
ridden by Guy Burns, showed ability as a mud run- 
ner anti scored iu a driving finish with Decency. 
The race was marred by an accident in which R. L. 
Thomas’ Monereif crossed his legs and fell at the 
furlong post, just as lie was making his rim and 
banning up as a dangerous factor. 

The races were run over a deep and heavy track 
and form followers were all astray in tlieir cal- 
culations. Six of the seven favorites were lieaten, 
Planutess being the only first choice that 
made good. In the third race Judge Lassing. 
heavily backed by Ids connections, was jumped on 
at the start and dropped out of contention early. 
Under the circumstances the horse ran a remarkable 
race and would undoubtedly have won but for the 
mishap. He finished a good second, elosiug on the 
winner. Belle Kingston, in the stretch drive. Wil- 
liam Walker. liesides winning this race with Belle 
Kingston, furnished a great surprise in the opening 
dash in Prettyone. which lM»at Allie Blitzen a head 
in a stirring stretch drive. Prettyone was backed 
from 200 to 100 to 1 and several of the hooks lost 
heavily to the race. Sam Braley accepted one wager 
from a local man named Gillis. laying $3,000 to $20. 
Adbratlou. winner of the second rare, was hacked 
fr«Mii 15 to 12 to 1 and led her field all the way. 
This mare was mated with the Canadian Breeding 
Bureau stallion. Mastcrmau. three weeks ago. 

The steeplechase resulted in a stirring finish, iu 
which The Shaughraun got up in the last fifty yards 
to beat Fineastle by a small margin. 'Hie going was 
very rough and the jmni»ers fairly climbed over the 
obstacles. Hie Shaughraun all but fell at several 
of the fences during the final circuit, but he outran 
the others on the flat.

"We find l hut many Icailing inercbauts anil repre- 
sentative citizens, in tli«*ir di*sire to upbuild our 
winter attractions, partb-ulnrly favor the rehabilita- 
tion of whiter racing free. I from the Itookmaker, 
from ..utside <-ontrol anil from all of tlie i*vils that 
attended racing as iu recent years conducted iu 
New Orleans. 

"Many leading merchants and business men tell 
us they ’ desiri* an opportunity to conduct winter rac- 
ing under Hie parimutuel system; that they beih*ve 
t tmt under local c-ontrol this system will givt* New 
Orleans a verv valuable and at the same time a clean 
winter attraction, and tlmt through this attraction 
tliousauiis of «l4*sirable visitors from the n4>rth, i*ast 
and west. win. now speml their winters elsewhere, 
will be imkiccd to siiend some weeks or months each 
season iu tin* city ..f New Orleans. 

-Willi a di*sire to understand the plans proposed 
by tl»i-se merchants and business men, we have in- 
vestigali* 4 l t lie pres.-nt law, the oiieratious of the 
pari-mutuel system iu France and in Kentucky, and 
the effei-1 of a properly organizeii rui-ing commission 
iu tin* latter stab-, and we find:

"We an* told that lack of information as 1o the 
nature of the pari-mutuel system and the fear that 
lie* r.-u-e track operators of that day might find some 
l4H»pli4>!i* tli 1 - 4 . ugh which to esi-ape the true intent of 
t In* law. vvhicu appears to be not the pn.Ldbition of 
r.-.cing and iudivhlual or mutucl U-tting at t li«* city 
race mii-ting or the 4-ouutry fair, but th»? prohibition 
of the iMM.kmaker, the tout and all of the very un- 
ib-sir.iible elements that contributed to the discredit 
of tfie sport, resulted in the inclusion of a prohibition 
of the pari-mutuel system.
